For two centuries and a half the Canadian fur 
tr^dr hat yielded rich retumi to Enclish investon. 
Tb* proSu of the early traden were enomoui. ITie 
recofdi of 1676 shqw that the “Adventuren of Enc- 
land Tradini into Hudaon'i Bay" icnt to the Bay 
iM'ckandiie costing £650. and the fun obtained by 
barter uld in Elngland for £19.500.-Tbe dividend 
on fleck of £10,500 was Mmclinici as high ai one 
hundred per cent. All went well until rival com¬ 
panies entered the field. Trade was followed and 
profits dwindled to the vanishing point. In 1621, 
after years of strife, the Hudson's Bay Company 
emerged triumphant, secured legal recognition of its 
monopoly and forty yean of prosperity followed. 

The company's right of exclusive trade in Indian 
terriiory expired in 1859 and two yean after Con¬ 
federation it surrendered to Canada ks jurisdiclioa 
over the Great Northwest for the sum of £500,000, 
lands about its trading posts and one-lwentielh of the 
land in the fertile belt between the north Saskatche¬ 
wan river and the United Stales boundary. Many 
of 'he sharaholden thought this spelt ruin for the com¬ 
pany, but it has grown in strength and has continued 
to make enormous profits out of the fur trade, its 
land department, and its chain of departmental stores. 

London, England, for nearly two hundred years, 
had been the pcincqial' market for the fur trade, but 
during the World War the market shifted to the 
United Stales. At the close of the war. Montreal 
became an inlemalioaal fur market, holding the first 
fur sale in 1920, when 949,565 pelu were dtspea ed 
of for $5,057,114. Auctioa sales have also bacn 
held at Wmnipeg and Edmonton. The Canadian fur 
market is nose firmly established and sales held throe 
or four limes a year. 

Tha fur trade has taken on new methods to sup¬ 
ply the demand, renaming common and despised fun 
and cncouragiag the use of the fun of domestic ani¬ 
mals in Canada, the fox has proved the hmsI sukad 
for domesticalidn. The successful breedmg of the fox 
OR fur farms came in the period of rising prices after 
1090. Other anunals—raccoon, mink, marten and 
lha malodorous I skunl?—have been domeslicaled. 
though loss succemfully than lha fox. 

Through all the changes in the trade the Hudson's 
Bay Company has remained the greatest trader in fun. 
Its chief collactiag poml is now Winnipeg. Yearly, 
as In the early days of ks operalions. a vessel from 
I.endon visUs Mooes Factory laden wkk supplies for 
the trade, and relums with a rich cargo of pahs.

DnAUdKO IM A rUNKT WAT 

AS A WAY OUT OF THE DEADLOCK 
nt Geneva it is reported that Great Britain is 
about to suggest to the United Stales that the latter 
eO'intry might ask for the right to build more eight- 
inch gun secondary cruisers than is provided for 
under the plan submitted yesterday. Great Britain, 
the report goes, would look favorably upon such a 
proposal, providing that British total tonnage in cruis¬ 
ers waa raisad in proportion. 

When President Coolidge issued his invitation to 
the powers to attend this conference the taxpayers of 
the countries that accepted looked forward to an 
agreement which would gut down naval expendkure 
and lighten their load. No longer, however, can it be 
callid a disarmament conference. It has developed 
into a wrangle about the sice af guns and cruisers and 
the number of cruisers each power should have. The 
latest proposal obviously means more money for fight¬ 
ing ships. If k means anything else, k will require a 
good deal of explanation. 

Thare is no guaraOMe that an agreement will 
be reached: nor does k follow that the cooference 
will fail altogether. Should no lindertaking be en¬ 
tered into, however, and arrangemenU are made to 
resume the dkeussions at a later date, k might be a 
good plan to leave the Admirals at home and take 
a f*w experts who really know what aircraft will do 
at this juncture and give a pretty good idea of what 
itr capabilities will be tea or twen^ years hence. 
Much useless discuss io n about obsolete equipment 
might then be avoided and the taxpayers would gel 
the benefit.
